James H. Damron’s Conduct 
Reviewed at Length. 


HIS TELEGKAM8 AND LKTIEBS. 


XesoUtions Adopted Condemning 
His Coarse in Begr&rd to an 
Assembly Bill. 


The Board of Supervisors met as per 
adjournment, all the members present. 
Mr. Littlefield was appointed a com­ 
mittee of one with power to act in the 
matter of the repair of the crossings of 
the California Central Railway. 
In consequence of W. 8. Clark's having 
failed to qualify as Justice of the Peace 
of Norwalk township, A. G. Taber was 
appointed on petition, in his place. 
J. H. Kerns was appointed Constable 
of San Fernando instead of W. E. Wil- 
aon, who failed to qualify. 
It was agreed to donate $280 towards the 
erection ot a jail at Wilmington, on the 
donation of a suitable lot for the purpose. 
It was ordered that $8000 be transferred 
temporarily from the Current Expense 
Fund to the Court House and Jail Fund 
and $10,000 from the same fund to the 
The clerk was instructed to advertise 
for the usual time for the erection of a 
county building on the county farm to be 
opened March 11, 1889, plans to be seen 
at the office of Kysor, Morgan & Chick, 
the sum of $500 to accompany each bid. 
Dr. E. L. Berdick was appointed Super­ 
intendent and Resident Physician of the 
County Farm. 
It was directed that Mr. Brown pre­ 
sent a new petition for the opening of the 
Brown road across the land of Ginnochio. 
Petitions from A. R. Goff, et al., and 
from L. A. Brooks et al., for the vacation 
of streets, were tabled. 
The sum of $150 was, on motion, trans­ 
ferred from the Laurel Road District 
fund to the Los Yignes Road fund. 
On motion of Supervisor Davis the fol 
lowing resolution, in re James M. Dam­ 
ron, was ordered spread on the minutes 
of the Board: 
Whereas, Hon. J. M. Damron did on 
the 20th day of February rise in his 
place in the House in the Legislative 
Assembly of this State to a question of 
privilege, based on a resolution adopted 
by this Board hereinafter set out; at 
which time he took occasion to say, in 
effect, that our act in adopting 6aid reso­ 
lution was uncalled for and unwarranted. 
While whollv disclaiming in any way a 
desire to reply to Mr. Damron’s vulgar 
tirade of abuse of this Board, in order to 
let the public know that our action was 
based on what, at that time, appeared to 
us good evidence that Mr. Damron was 
endeavoring to secure the passage of a 
bill that would restore the old law under 
which, for two years past, the county 
was plundered of many thousands of dol­ 
lars, we adopted the resolutions in ques­ 
tion. and caused the same to be sent to 
our representatives. 
The following dispatches and commu­ 
nication over Mr. Damron’s band are 
submitted, in the order in which they 
came before this Board. 
The first dispatch was in answer to the 
following dispatch sent to Mr. Damron 
by this Board: 
“You are requested to withdraw bill 
repealing Section 167 of the County Gov­ 
ernment bill, as the same is unjust*to the 
taxpayers of our county." 
This dispatch was sent because we had 
been informed that he had introduced 
and was trying to secure the passage of 
a bill to repeal Section 167, County Gov­ 
ernment bill, as amended by Mr. Knox, 
an amendment which went into effect 
January 1, 1889. 
To this dispatch Mr. Damron replied 
on the 13th inst. as follows: 
“Write me explanation of your tele­ 
gram. I have no bill to repeal section 
167. (Signed) 
J. M. Damron." 
To our surprise, the next day we came 
into possession of the following telegram 
addressed to a county official: 
“ Sacramento, February 8th. 
“My bill repeals Knox’s amendment. 
Brlerly introduced your bill. 
(Signed) 
J. M. Damron." 
We were also placed in possession, at the 
same time, of a letter dated February 3, 
1889, addressed to a county official,* as 
follows: 
Dear Put—My bill for the relief of you 
and Mr. Savage and Fred Smith has been 
reported back favorably by the commit­ 
tee, read once in the House, and is now 
on second reading. 
“I have some fear," adds the writer, 
“that Mr. White may oppose it in the 
Senate. I would suggest that you have 
the right parties commnnicate with him 
in your behalf. Will notify you from 
time to time as the bill progresses. 
Very respectfully, 
[Signed.] 
J. M. Damron. " 
The bill in question (Assembly bill 
No. 96) was introduced by Mr. Damron 
and would have fully restored the old 
law.Upon the basis of these letters and 
telegrams we adopted the following reso­ 
lution and forwarded it to Mr. Damron, 
aa well as to our other representatives: 
“W hereas, This Board has received 
reliable information that James M. Dam­ 
ron, one of the Assemblymen for this 
county, has introduced a bill in the As­ 
sembly, and is using liis efforts to 
secure its passage, which bill pro­ 
vides for the repeal of the amendment to 
the County Government Act passed by 
the Legislature in 1887,jit the request of 
this Board, which limits the payment of 
Justices of the Peace and constables of 
this county, of all fees in criminal «¡asee, 
exceeding the gross sum of $1,000 a 
year, and 
Whereas, Said amendment of 1887 
was passed at the urgent request of this 
Board, in order to stop what this Board 
believed was a systematic effort on the 
part of some of the constables and Jus­ 
tices of this county, under the guise of 
law, to pillage the county treasury, the 
bills of snch constables often averaging 
$1,000 a month; and 
Whereas, One of the constables of 
the township of Lancaster, of this connty, 
has presented his demand for criminal 
fses amounting to $1,027.50 for the 
month of December last, and for $147 
for five days' work in the month of Jan­ 
uary last; and 
Whereas, One of the Constables for 
Los Angeles township, to-wit, Fred 
Smith, has presented his bill to this 
board, for allowances amounting to the 
sum of over $400 for criminal work done 
by him during tbe month of January. 
1889, and 
W h e r e a s , If the old system of legal 
pillage by tbe constables and justices of 
this county shall be restored by the pass­ 
age of the bill introduced by Mr. Damron 
in the Assembly, the result, in the judg­ 
ment of this board, will be that the 
funds in the county treasury will be 
completely absorbed in paying the bills 
of snch officers. Now, therefore, 
Jtesobnd, That this board most em­ 


phatically condemns the official conduct 
of our Assemblyman, Mr. Damron, in 
the premises, and hereby notify him, 
that the introduction of said bill 
by him is an effort to thwart 
the good intentions of this Board to se­ 
cure honest and economical government 
by the snbordinate officers of this county, 
and a breach of faith to the people who 
elected him to tbe responsible position 
of 
their representative in the State 
Legislature. 
lie solved, further. That the clerk of 
this Board is hereby instructed to notify 
Senators White and McComas and As­ 
semblymen Brierly and Edwards, the 
representatives of this county in the 
State Legislature, to use their best efforts 
to defeat the said bill of Mr. Damron, 
and Mr. Damron is hereby instructed to 
at once withdraw said bill." 
Had Mr. Damron answered us in his 
first dispatch, “I have withdrawn tbe 
bill,” which it now transpired he did do, 
he should have informed us of the true 
status of afiairs and avoided all this 
discusssion, and Mr. Damron would not 
have had occasion to have made his 
brilliant speech on the question of 
privilege. 
The Board then adjourned to Monday, 
March 4th, at 10 a. m. 
SCOTLAND’S KING. 
H e D isappoint* the IWan W ho P u r. 
* 
chased H int. 
Quite a peculiar case is on trial in the 
United States Circuit Court before Judge 
Ross. It was commenced in the Superior 
Court of San Bernardino county, bu* was 
transferred to the United States Court, 
where it is being tried. The plaintiff in 
the case is J. R. Newberry, of Riverside, 
and the defendants are E. Bennet & Son, 
dealers in fancy stock. According to the 
papers and the evidence introduced yes­ 
terday, Mr. Newberry desired a stallion 
for his stock ranch, and in January, 
1887, the defendants showed him 
several animals, including “Scotland’s 
King," a Clydesdale. 
This animal 
was apparently in excellent condition 
and was the highest priced of the lot. 
The defendants valued “Scotland’s 
King" at $3,000, and plaintiff had two 
pieces of land, one in Minnesota and the 
other in Dakota, which he also valued at 
$3,000. It was agreed that the land 
should be taken for the stallien and the 
exchange was made, defendants giving a 
guarantee of the usefulness of the stal­ 
lion on a stock ranch as a breeder. 
“Scotland’s King" was taken to the 
stock ranch, but plaintiff alleges 
that he refused to fulfill the duties 
for which he had 4been purchased. 
Plaintiff kept the animal for over a year, 
but found that he did not grow any more 
useful, and he then sent him back to the 
defendant, demanding that he be given 
a stallion of the same value that was not 
barren. Defendant refused, and in con­ 
sequence the suit was brought for $3,000, 
value of the land, and $700 damages. 
Defendant claims that no guarantee was 
given, and that the land was not worth 
more than $600. The case will probably 
be submitted to-day. 
MRS. PETERSON’S STORY. 
H ow Sbe W as Ill-T reated by Her 
Partner. 
Mrs. Mary Peterson, now residing at 
the Grand Central Hotel, complains 
very bitterly of her treatment by her 
former partner, William Patterson. She 
states that she was doing a very nice 
business at the Home Restaurant, when 
she became acquainted with Patterson, 
in November last. 
He represented to 
her that he was doing a good business, 
keeping the Dalton House, on Fifth 
street, between Main and Los Angeles, 
and he urged her to go into partner­ 
ship with him. She says she objected 
at first, but he coaxed her, saying 
that she would run no risk. She finally 
consented, and moved all of her furni­ 
ture and cooking utensils to his house. 
This happened in November last, and 
she states that the partnership lasted 
just sixteen days, when she left, because 
he told her that if she did not he would 
throw her out. She alleges that under 
the agreement they were to divide the 
profits, but he collected the money from 
the boarders, $122 in all. At the end of 
of the first week he gave her $39 with 
which io pay the bills, bat she states he 
has never accounted for the $83, the 
balance of the money collected, and be­ 
sides he retains the furniture and fixtures 
which she valueB at $175, and has left 
her a legacy of bills to be paid amount­ 
ing to $68. Another complaint 6he 
makes is that she employed a German 
girl named Henrietta Kohler to work, 
and this girl was treated badly. He not 
only charged her for her board during 
the time sha worked, but when she left 
tried to retain her trunks. She says the 
proprietor of the Grand Central will 
vouch for the truth of her statements, as 
also Henrietta Kohler who is now in 
East Los Angeles. 
THEY ARE WITH US. 
The D uty off the City T ow ard the 
Needy P ointed O at. 
Chairman S. M. Perry, of the County 
Board of Supervisors, said, yesterday, to 
a H erald reporter, tuat he felt it his 
duty to remind the city that there were 
numerous claims, by the indigent poor, 
made daily, during its session, on the 
Board of which he is presiding officer, 
which neither he nor his colleagues 
thought themselves, either as a collective 
body or as individuals, justified in 
meeting. 
Mr. 
Perry íb decidedly 
of the opinion that either the city or 
the charitably disposed and charitably 
qualified among its citizens should ar­ 
range for the establishment of something 
like a soup-kitchen for tbe feeding of the 
indigent poor who naturally gravit 
wards the city, especially during the 
winter months. The Supervisors, Mr. 
Perry says, cannot be expected to carry 
the poor of the county on their personal 
shoulders, ex officio, and the law will 
not permit of their appropriating the 
funds of the county to the relief ot any 
case of destitution, no matter how de­ 
serving, beyond the statutory limits. 
Fire a t C om pton. 
Shortly after midnight on Monday, the 
residents of Compton were startled by a 
lond explosion, and by the time they 
had got oat in the streets, Bisbee A Bart­ 
lett’s gymnasium on the corner of Main 
and Second streets was enveloped in 
flames. The building burned to the 
ground, and its contents were a total 
loss. The neighbors when they saw that 
it was impossible to save the structure, 
confined their efforts to prevent the 
flames spreading, and in this they were 
successful. The total loss is not yet 
known.

Great Promise of the Harvest. 
The rain which ceased in the city on 
Sunday continued during the greater 
part of Monday in the interior valleys. 
W hile the precipitation was less than 
an inch along the Coast, and as far in­ 
land as Los Angeles, it much surpassed 
th a t measure near the foothills and in­ 
land generally. From Ban Gabriel east­ 
w ard much more than an inch fell. 
On 
M onday there was a leaking downpour 
lasting several hours at Anaheim and 
Santa Ana. 
Since the rain all the plows are out 
again, and still grain is being sown all 
through the valley. 
W ith the moisture 
in th e ground, grain which is well up, is 
sore 
to 
head 
and 
produce 
a 
grand 
yield; 
with a few showers 
in 
March, 
grain 
sown 
now 
will 
do excellently. Yesterday, all over an 
area of sixty by seventy-five miles, every 
procurable team was in harness and 
turning the sod. The farmer who had 
but two horses was seeding his couple of 
acres, and on the big ranches there were 
in many cases a score of ten-horse teams 
at work, seeding a hundred acTes be­ 
tween sunrise and sunset. 
There will be larger sowings of wheat 
and barley in the county this year than 
ever before. 
Portions of the Palos Ver­ 
des ranch, never plowed before, have 
been put in grain this year. On the 
San Pedro ranch the same is true. Well- 
informed residents of the district esti­ 
m ate th at between the Los Angeles river 
on the east, the Cahuenga Mountains on 
the west, the city on the north and the 
ocean beach, that is, on the San Pedro 
Los Palos Verdes, 8ensol, Bedondo, Cen- 
tinella, Cienega, La Ballona and other 
ranches along the belt outlined there is 
not less than 100,000 acres in grain. 
The Lankershim Land and W ater Com­ 
pany have 2,000 acres in grain, every 
available acre of their lands t f ing leased 
out on shares. On those lands there are 
newly planted 1,300 acres of deciduous 
fruit orchards. 
The fruits mostly being 
set out are apples, 
peaches, pears, 
prunes, plums, apricots, quinces, figs, 
olives and English walnuts. The plant­ 
ing of walnuts is very liberal, as the crop 
is exceedingly profitable. 
Ex-Sheriff A. T. Currier, oi Spadra, 
reports a large area of grain in his por­ 
tion of the valley, and he states th a t the 
£ 
oung plant is vigorous and promising, 
l his opinion a good crop is asssured 
even without another shower of ra in ; 
although, of course, further rains are 
almost sure to come, and will be of great 
benefit.

The most elaborate system of 
misrepresentation ever devised to injure 
a section has been resorted to in order to 
divert immigration from Los Angeles and 
Southern California generally. The ex­ 
cursion agents who,until recently,worked 
so energetically and effectively to turn 
the tide of travel this way have been 
largely retired from business as a result 
of the recent Pullm an deal. W e are 
glad to see that the people of San Bar- 
nardino are alive to the importance of 
advertising this section, and that they 
are about to send on to W ashington the 
splendid citrus exhibit which figured at 
their late fair. 
The citizens of San 
Diego last year sent an energetic and 
taking set of boomers East, and doubt­ 
less profited largely by it. 
Singularly 
enough, Los Angeles county seems to be 
utterly indifferent to the expediency of 
trum peting her attractions in Eastern ears. 
A standing exhibition of the products of 
this section ought to be made at New 
York and Chicago, and timely publica­ 
tions and special editions of the Los An­ 
geles daily papers ought to be scattered 
broadcast over the whole of the United 
States. 
Some time ago the H erald 
suggested that the membership of the 
Cham ber of Commerce ought to be 
enlarged to a thousand, such members 
paying an initiation fee of ten dollars 
and a monthly due of a dollar. This 
with the contributions which public- 
spirited citizens would probably make 
from time to time, would provide a sub­ 
stantial fund for distributing local liter­ 
ature throughout the country, and a 
portion of it m ight be nsed to pay the 
expenses of a perm anent exhibit in the 
East. 


The disappearance of Piggott, after 
signing a confession that he bad forged 
the Parnell, Egan, Davitt and other 
letters which formed the basis of th e 
London Times's calumny of Parnell, fore­ 
shadows the discomfiture of the Thun­ 
derer and of the government.

and

vine once affected by the disease is 
hard to bring up into the fall vigor of a 
prolific bearer. 
I have no doubt that 
the earth, if properly treated by Profes­ 
sor Dowlen’s remedies, will be entirely 
disinfected. 
Bnt as I say, it is bad to 
plant vines already diseased. 
With 
these precautions it is perfectly .safe to 
plant a vineyard. 
By the remedies pro­ 
posed, sound vines can be kept free from 
the disease.

Richard Piggott went to the residence of 
Henry Labouchere, aud. in the pretence 
of Geo. Augusta Sala, signed aconfesrion, 
stating that the letters upon which the 
Timen based its charges 
against the 
Irish m em bers cf the House of Com 
ruons, were forgeries. 
Sir Charles Hassell applied for a war­ 
rant for the arrest of Piggott. 
Presiding 
Justice H annen said the w arrant would 
be ready in an hour. 
Attorney-General 
Webster for the Times said no other wit­ 
ness was ready, and he wonld have to 
consider w hat course to pursue. 
He 
would also have to decide w hether or 
not he would have to resum e any part of 
the case. 
When P igaott was called to take the 
stand he did not appear. 
Alter the 
court had waited for some tim e, counsel 
for the Times stated to the Judges that 
Piggott had left the hotel at which he 
was stopping at 11 o’clock last night, 
and that counsel were ignorant of his 
whereabouts. 
The statem ent caused a 
sensation in the court-room. 
The court 
took a recess for half an hour, at th e ex­ 
piration of which tim e, if Piggott does 
not appear, his papers at the hotel will 
probably be seized. 
' Piggott, in his confession, said he 
forged all the letters secured by the Times 
which purported to have been written 
by Egan, Parnell, Davitt and O’Kelly. 
He also adm itted he had been guilty of 
perjury in his evidence before the Com­ 
mission. 
Soames, solicitor for the Times, em­ 
phatically denies doing anything directly 
or indirectly to assist Piggott to make 
his escape. 
C h icago, February 26. — A lexander 
Sullivan this morning received the fol­ 
lowing cable from 
Michael 
Davitt 
“Pigott has bolted. The general belief 
here is that the Times and the govern­ 
ment paid him to clear out.” 
L ondon, February 26.—Russell further 
said that Piggott, in tbe presence of 
George Augustus Sala, signed the con 
fession th at the documents he produced 
were forgeries and that he was a forger, 
The confession was sent to Lewis, who 
yesterday returned it to Pigott, saying 
Parnell bad refused to have anything to 
do with him. 
Shannon was then called as a witness 
He testified th at on Sunday night Piggott 
gave him a written statem ent denying 
tho statem ent made to Labouchere, that 
he forged all the letters. 
Piggott said he 
believed the first batch genuine. 
In 
the second ba*ch, two of the Parnell let 
ters were forged by him self and Casey 
The third batch, consisting of letters 
from Davitt and O’Kelly, 
were also 
forged by himself and Casey. 
Piggott 
Added to his statem ent, t .at having now 
stated the truth and confessed before the 
world, tho Times should deal leniently 
with him . 
Upon 
cross-examination, 
Shannon said he had not prevented Pig- 
got from bolting. 
He expected him to 
appear in court. 
Attorney-General W ebster said yester­ 
day morning that Shannon, the Dublin 
solicitor, who is assisting the 7'imes, re­ 
ceived a letter from Piggott and he would 
call Bbannon to prove it. 
Sir Charles 
Russell said he regretted th at he had Dot 
heard of tbe letter earlier. 
H e desired 
to put in evidence a letter from Egan to 
Labouchere. W ebster objected to the in­ 
troduction of the letter. 
Russell said 
that owing to the Attorney G eneral’s 
objection he would not read the letters, 
but as the letter, with other documents 
bare upon Piggott’s disappearance, he 
claimed in the interest of justice that 
he should make a statem ent. 
Justice 
Hannen said evidence m ust be called 
in support of the statem ent. 
Sir Charles 
acquiesced. H e added that the letter ami 
documents showed the means by which 
he had fixed upon Piggott as the forger. 
Piggott confessed to Lewis, Parnell’s so­ 
licitor, that he was the forger. 
La­ 
bouchere and Parnell, who were present 
when this confession was made, would 
corroborate this statem ent. 
On 
Sat­ 
urday, Piggott, through invitation, called 
upon Labouchere and stated that he de 
sired to make a confession. 
Labouchere 
declined to listen unless witnesses were 
present, 
whereupon 
Sala was sum 
moned and Pigott made the confes­ 
sion. 
Russell also said that whatever 
course was adopted by Attorney-Gen­ 
eral W ebster, he should pursue his own 
course, and should insist that the whole 
m atter be thoroughly investigated, be­ 
cause it was deliberately charged th a t be­ 
tween Piggott and H ouston there had 
been a foul conspiracy. H e asaed the 
Coart to impound docum ents, which 
arrived a t Anderton’s addressed to Pig­ 
gott, in care of Houston. 
Sir Charles 
added that Piggott had made his escape 
assisted by a body-guard consisting of au 
Irish constable and twe Scotland Yard 
detectives. 
Labouchere,

Charlee 
said, had received a letter from Egan, in 
July, 1888, iu consequence of which a 
num ber of documents were handed to 
Labouchere. 
Sir Charles asked perm is­ 
sion to call witnesses to testify to infor­ 
mation which the Court ought to have. 
London, February 26.—In Bow Street 
Police Court this afternoon, a warrant 
was issued for the arrest of Piggott for 
perjury and 
forgery against Parnell, 
Egan et al. 
The Parnell Commission 
adjourned till to-morrow to allow the 
Times' counsel to decide what course to 
pursue and w hat part of the case to 
abandon. 
Professor Maguire, H ouston’s 
patron and colleague, who had been 
summoned to testify for the Times, died 
suddenly to-day. 
It is reported he had 
a stroke of apoplexy upon bearing that 


pilera. Its value was inestimable, and no 
one was aware of its existence save 
Egan, Sullivan and Eat her Dorney, until 
it was delivered to Parnell in person. 
Tbe discovery that Piggott was tb afo r­ 
ger was made by Fgan in Line An, 
Nebraska, 
while Parnell, his detec­ 
tives and experts were vainly trying to 
find a clue in Great Britain. Egan was 
sorely perplexed by the forged letters, 
facsimiles of which he got in the London 
Times. 
The signatures to those attrib­ 
uted to him were rem arkably good, and 
expressions and odd abbieviations pecu­ 
liar to him were in the text. 
He cou- 
iJered every possible person who c juld 
have been the forger, but could not ar­ 
rive at a conclusion. 
He remembered 
th at Piggott ha 
been involved in for­ 
geries innny years before, but the idea 
that he m ight be concerned in these 
f-eemed 
absurd. 
In scrutinizing the 
forged fac similes, however, he finally 
discovered that one signed with bis own 
name was written avowedly at a certain 
address in Paris, and the recollection 
flashed up- n him th at Piggott was the 
only man to whom he had given it. 
Piggott had written him asking for 
confidential address to which he 
might send im portant information, and 
Egan, concluding to learn w hat it was, 
secured this address which proved the 
key to the forgeries. 
Egan, who ‘ 
methodical in his habits, has saved his 
correspondence for years. He searched 
his volumes of letters until lie found 
Piggott’s. 
By comparing them with the 
handwriting on the forged letters he saw’ 
he had the forger. 
He submitted the 
letters written by Piggott to experts, to­ 
gether w i'h the facsimiles of the forged 
letters. 
They 
immediately 
detected 
characteristic' peculiarities which were 
confirmed under tbe microscope. Egan 
had Piggott’s letters and tho forgeries 
photographed 
and 
started 
for 
Chicago, 
where 
he 
placed 
all 
the 
papers 
before 
his 
friend 
Alexander Sullivan, who is also a solic­ 
itor. 
A brief was drawn up by him and 
Sullivan in the lntter’s office in Chicago, 
It related the chief incidents in Piggott’s 
career, and showed he had been a forger 
before. Years before, when Piggott tried 
to sell The Irishman, a newspaper, to 
Parnell and Egan, he furnished an in­ 
ventory, apparently authenticated by 
well known Dublin accountants, showiDj 
the value of the property. Egan pro vet 
th at the inventory was false, and that 
Piggott bad forged the accountant’s sig­ 
nature to it. Piggott was also caught in 
another sim ilar transaction. These facts 
Egan com mitted to writing. Ho had 
meanwhile ascertained the process by 
which Piggott had made the spurious 
letters. 
H e found among his papers 
some letters written by him in which en­ 
tire sentences appeared that were also 
in the forged letters. 
Piggott had traced 
these sentences carefully, word for word 
then he interpolated or added other sen 
tences or phrases, completely changing 
the meaning of tho whole letter while 
preserving the integrity of portions, 
Dates were also changed to make crimi­ 
nal interpolations applicable to illegal 
events, ligan also found letters by Par­ 
nell which liad been similarly used 
Photographs of all these aud of Piggott’ 
begging and blackmailing letters were 
enclosed with the originals in a package 
with m em oranda recalling to Parnell all 
the circum stances'attending the writing 
or receipt of each. 
This 
was 
the 
precious piece of luggage the young 
priest conveyed 
to Parnell. 
Until 
it 
came, 
the 
Times 
case 
was 
as invulnerable as it was fraudulent. No 
hint of the contents of the package ever 
became public until Parnell himself, in 
an interview he had with Piggott in the 
ureFence of Labouchere and Lewis, asked 
Piggott certain questions which disclosed 
to the culprit th at evidence had been 
secured against him . 
Piggott either re­ 
ported this to the Times or was watched 
by its detectives and traced into Parnell’s 
presence. Then he had to partially con­ 
fess to his employers and the Attorney 
General and his colleagues. 
Then they 
compelled Le Garon to testify and be as 
m alignant as possible, swearing that 
Parnell declared th at he favored 
arm ed revolution, and 
th a t Alexan­ 
der Sulliyan got 
him 
(Le 
Caron) 
into a secret revolutionary organization 
This was for the purpose of breaking the 
force of Parnell’s 
information about 
Piggott’s antecedents, but Piggott had no 
suspicion of the overwhelming com­ 
pleteness of tho knowledge conveyed in 
the package to Parnell and did not realize, 
until he got into Sir Charles Russell’s 
clutches, that no calumny could im pair 
the fatal effect upon him and on the 
Times' case of what Parnell knew. 
Had 
Egan not made th e discovery of the 
tru th , the letters could only have bsen 
denied, but their falsehood could not have 
been dem onstrated. Thateituation would 
have been a Times victory, and the vic­ 
tory of the Times would be the ruin oT 
Parnell, the Homo Rule party, and the 
infinite discredit of the Liberals. 
L ondon, February 20.—The opposition 
will not raise a formal discussion in 
Parliam ent on the Parnell discussion, 
but the Nationalists will closely question 
the Government regarding the assistance 
given by the authorities of the Times.

Without 
tho evidence by which the conspiracy was 
exploded, the Times would undoubtedly 
have won its case, notwithstanding the 
spuriousness of the letters.

H a r r i s b u r g , Pa., February 2 6 .—As 
soon as the President’s train stopped in 
the depot a great throng rushed through 
the gates, and at im minent danger to 
women and children, struggled about tbe 
train cheering wildly.

)ropertieB, the aggregate of profits from 
ruit culture would be unparalleled in 
the whole world. 
The Captain ha» had 
a crop of English walnuts for four years 
from his forty trees, and says he has 
never sold any crop for less than $475. 
He recently sold his last crop of the wal­ 
nuts for exactly $531. 
H e watches his 
trees as carefully as a m erchant would 
his ledgers, he knows all about them — 
in fact, he makes a thorough business of 
fruit culture. The average proceeds from 
each walnut tree on his place this Beason 
has been $13.27. 
The crop was not a 
very good one either. 
Besides his walnut trees he has 1,000 
navel orange trees, which he looks after 
with unusual care, and last week he wa9 
given a standing offer, of two weeks, of 
$3,280 for the crop on the trees. H e sold 
last year’s crop for $3,000 cash down, 
without picking an orange himself. 
He 
has also four acres of prune trees that 
have borne for three years. Last Sep­ 
tember be Bold the whole crop for $395, 
He will plant more w alnut and orange 
trees this season. He has spent but $130 
for labor during the past twelve monthB. 
Now here is still another practical illus­ 
tration of what a twenty acre farm in 
Southern California in this locality will 
do under the managem ent of an efficient, 
wido-awake man. We venture the state­ 
m ent that no land owner or farm er or 
horticulturist east of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains has made such profits from the soil 
of a twenty-acre piece of property at any 
time since the war. 
And yet there are 
some people who will sit about the gro­ 
cery stores or whittle up dry goods boxes 
for hours at a tim e, and dolefully tell 
you that there is no money in fruit cul­ 
ture in Southern California.

W a s h in g t o n , February 2 6 . — As ex­ 
perience showed, there was little chance 
tor business in the Honse before 11 
o ’clock, few members being present 
when the House opened at 10. 
Several 
messages from the President, vetoing 
pension bills, were read. 
On motion of Joseph, of New Mexico, 
the bill passed for the establishm ent of 
of the Lincoln Land District in New M ex­ 
ico. Then filibustering began. 
Bland, of Missouri, moved half an 
hour’s recess. Randall asked unanimous 
consent for the report from the Appropria 
tione Committee on the Sundry Civil bill 
with the 8enate amendments, but was 
aggrieved at the nullification of the spe­ 
cial order.

objected, and the House lapsed into in­ 
action. 
Eleven o’clock having arrived, Bland 
withdrew his motion and Randall re­ 
ported the Sundry Civil 8ervice bill. 
The recommendations of the Commit­ 
tee on Appropriations relative to the 
Senate amendments to the Sundry Civil 
bill were agreed to in the House and a 
conference was ordered. 
No effort was 
made to call np the contested election 
case, and the House went into Commit­ 
tee of the Whole on the Deficiency Ap­ 
propriation bill. 
Sayers, of Texas, read a letter which 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, had received 
from Colonel Lamont, stating that when 
he accepted the position of private secre­ 
tary to the President he had full knowl­ 
edge of the p«y attaching to it.

The latter case had been 
brought into the House eleven months 
after the Carlisle case had been con­ 
sidered.

K en­ 
nedy thanked God that that control 
was passing away and the Confederates 
would be compelled to take back seats.

Crisp, of Georgia, spoke severely of 
K ennedy’s defamatory rem arks about 
Carlisle and himself.

When Kennedy
